eggs during the m onth fo r each lay­ 
ing hen.

STUDY OF COTTON BREEDING AS IT 
IS CARRIED ON AT A. & M. COLLEGE 


(By B. Youngblood, Director, Texas 
Agricultural Experiment Station, 
Agricultural and Mechanical Col­ 
lege of Texas.) 
COLLEGE STATION, Fob. 1 7 - 
Cotton is now one of the most in­ 
teresting crops in the world, not on­ 
ly because of 
its 
importance and 
uses, but because of the many prob­ 
lems encountered in its culture in 
practically every cotton growing re­ 
gion. 
It is especially interesting at 
this time, uecause (I) of the grow­ 
ing scarcity of cotton in the world, 
due to decline of soil fertility, in­ 
sect pests, diseases, and the like, 
and (2) because of the disappear­ 
ance of the world’s reserve supply. 
Locally in the United States, cotton 
has come to be a m atter of absorb­ 
ing interest because of our decline 
in soil fertility, the boll weevil pest 
which has practically covered the 
entire territory, and the threat of 
the pink boll worm. 
Cotton growers 
of 
the United 
States are also concerned, of course, 
with the proposal of the spinners of 
the world to open up every possible 
acct' of cotton growing land that is 
available. 
European spinners say 
that the supply is not only declining 
in tho United States, but that its 
existence is practically threatened, 
and that 
in 
addition 
to this the 
American 
spinning 
industry 
is 
growing by leaps annd bounds. They 
feel, therefore, that it is essential to 
their interests to secure if possible 
other sources of supply. 
They are, 
therefore, taking advantage of ev­ 
ery opportunity to secure expert 
aid and advice pertaining to the de­ 
velopment of cotton culture in va­ 
rious 
countries, 
notably 
Egypt, 
South and West Africa, Brazil, In­ 
dia and Indo-China. 
Students From AII Nations 
It is interesting to note that the 
entire world recognizes the people 
of the United States as the most 
capable cotton growers on earth. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the foreign countries interested in 
expanding 
their 
cotton 
growing 
areas look to the United States for 
cotton breeders and technical ex­ 
perts in cotton culture. 
The possibilities of such a situa­ 
tion as now 
exists 
were foreseen 
some years ago at the Texas Agri 
cultural 
Experiment 
Station, 
ol 
the 
Agricultural and 
Mechanica, 
College of Texas, and at that tim* 
we provided for 
work 
in cotton 
breeding, and started various pro 
jects pertaining to the im provence n 
of cotton, its culture and varietie- 
and the prevention of its destruction 
by insects, 
diseases, 
and the like 
Although this work has received on­ 
ly meager support on the part of the 
state, it has been going continuous 
ly for more than ten years and ha 
attracted the attention of student- 
from foreign countries. 
For exam 
pie, during this time we have had 
students coming here to study cot­ 
ton from practically every cotton 
growing country in the world, nota 
bly 
Kussia, 
Mesopotamia, 
india 
China, Jai an, 
Egypt, 
South and 
West Africa, Peru, Mexico and Bra­ 
zil. 
It is considered advantageou? 
to this country for these students to 
come hi re, for while here they learn 
something of the problems which the 
growers encounter, over and above 
the mere 
m atter 
of production. 
They learn 
that 
periodically 
we 
have unexpectedly 
high production, 
making mon 
than the proportion­ 
ate cut* in 
m arket 
prices; 
that 
the cotton growers 
of the United 
States have not prospered in pro­ 
portion to the growth of their indus­ 
try, and that cotton culture must be 
in accordance with sound economic 
principles and not tho fallacious no­ 
tion that we can grow as much as 
we can, add our profits and fix the 
m arket accordingly. 
To such blind 
optimism as this is to be attributed 
the greater part of the ills of the 
cotton industry of the United States. 
Improved Egypt * Cotton 
This institution's interest in cot­ 
ton problems has not only attracted 
students, hut also some of the best 
talent 
among 
research 
workers 
Some years ago. for example, Dr 
E. P. Humbert came here as cotton 
breeder for tho station. 
Owing to 
the superior opportunities in com 
mercial cotton 
breeding, however 
Doctor Humbert left the employ of 
the Station in 1920. 
He was suc­ 
ceeded by Dr. George F. Freeman, a 
native of Alabama, a graduate from 
the Alabama Agricultural College, 
and a Doctor of Science from H ar­ 
vard. 
A fter spending some years in 
Arizona as chief of the department 
of Plant Breeding, he was called to 
Egypt as Chief of Plant Breeding 
for the Sultanic Agricultural So­ 
ciety, one of the greatest independ­ 
ent research 
agencies 
owned by 
planters in the world. 
While there, 
Doctor Freeman centered his ener­ 
gies, of course on cotton breeding 
and culture. 
Among other notable 
accomplishments in Egypt, Doctor 
Freem an made 
decided 
improve­ 
ment in the length of the staple of 
from 3-8 to 1-4 inch in the leading 
varieties, and also effected un earli­ 
ness am ounting to from seven to 
ten days, with an increase in yield 
of from IO to 15 per cent. 
Because 
of his interest 
in 
cotton breeding 
p ro tein s in the United States, his 
preference to serve his own rather 
than a foreign country, and in or­ 
der to live at home, Doctor Free­ 
man came to the Texas Station in 
the fall of I USI, as Chief of the Di­ 
vision of Cotton Breeding. He made 
this move notwithstanding the fact 
that he realized that 
tho facilities 
for cotton 
research 
at the Texas 
Station were far inferior to those 
available to 
him 
in 
Egypt. 
H^e 
came, therefore, not so much be­ 
cause of the opportunities for ren

BRAZOS COUNTY MAN 
PASSES AWAY TODAY 


Captain A. J. Tabor, aged eighty 
years, passed away at an early hour 
this morning, 
at 
the home of his 
6>nly living child, Mrs. W. S. John­ 
son in this city, after an illness o f 1 
only a few days. 
For the past sev- j 
eral years, he has made his home in 
Bryan, where, in the family of his 
daughter, he had the loving care and 
attention, which mean so much to 
the com fort and contentm ent of old 
age. 
The closing of his life was a* 
the sunset of a beautiful day, the 
ending of a completed volume, and 
of him it can be said, “ He has fin­ 
ished his course, 
he 
has kept the 
faith” and has passed on to his re­ 
ward. 
Served in Confederate Army 
Deceased was 
born 
in Mitchell 
county, Georgia. August 13, 1842. 
When the call “ to arm s” sounded in 
the war 
between 
the 
states, al­ 
though only nineteen years old, he 
responded, 
and 
served 
valiantly 
with the confederate army during 
the four long years of that bloody 
struggle. 
He was a member of the 
14th regim ent, with Dr. T. C. Mun- 
ger as captain in A. P. Hill’s divi­ 
sion. 
He took part in the second 
battle of Gettysburg, 
when Semi­ 
nary Ridge was captured; 
he was 
wounded in this battle. 
A fter re­ 
covering from his wounds and again 
joining his company, Private Tabor 
was captured, between Fredericks­ 
burg and Orange court house, in the 
Wilderness. 
As a prisoner he was 
carried to Point Lookout and was 
held there for two months, later be­ 
ing transferred to prison at Elmira. 
New York. 
While in the New York 
prison, he, with the many other sol­ 
diers incarcerated there, had that 
lread disease, smallpox. 
Funeral Services 
A. J. Tabor came to Texas in the 
winter of 1873 
and 
for one yeai 
ived at Chrisman in Burleson coun­ 
ty, coming 
to 
Brazos 
county 
in 
1874. 
He 
was

to Miss
